Nor will there be any | 
inclination to doubt. Russia's ability to 
achieve the production aims on which the 
nation has set its sights. The success of 
three previous Five Year Plans disposes of 
any inclination toward skepticism. 

Yet, with all its concentration on heavy} 
industry, it would be foolish to consider the | 
new Russian campaign purely as a concerted | 
move to build up the military potential of! 
the U.SS.R. to a point where it would 
menace the world and stultify present ef | 
forts to ensure that measure of global 
security on which all peace-loving nations | 
rest their hopes.
